In every instance where reconsideration is requested In view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1,135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: After several brief phone conversations and exchanged messages 
on 10/7/04, 10/12/04, 10/14/04, 10/15/04, and 10/18/04, a telephonic interview was conducted on October 21, 2004. 
Applicants'' representative provided (by fax on 10/15/04) a draft amendment for discussion purposes. The Cronin et al 
reference was briefly discussed, with the examiner noting that, as a result of the dilution performed as discussed in col 
47, lines 46-50, Cronin et al anticipate reactions having a total salt concentration of less than 0.7M. Applicant's 
representative Indicated that she would discuss this issue and this section of the reference with applicants. The 
examiner also noted that the salt concentrations employed in the examples in the specification were significantly lower 
than 0.7M. The examiner indicated that while an amendment incorporating a limitation from a pending dependent 
claim into an independent claim would generally be entered after final, amendments introducing new, further limitations 
on, e.g., salt concentration, specific association enhancer type, etc., would necessitate a further search and thus could 
not be entered after final. Remaining 112/2 issues were also briefly discussed. It is noted that an unsigned Applicant 
Initiated Interview Request Form that was faxed directly to the examiner with the above-referenced draft amendment is 
attached hereto. 
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
